Tear  Bomb  . . 


Into  Girls’  Hall 
Unknown  Men 
Fire  Tear  Gas 

Two  unidentified  men  fired  a 
tear  gas  bomb  into  Amanda 
Knight  Hall,  a BYU  women’s  dor- 
mitory at  8th  North  and  Univer- 
sity Avenue,  Tuesday  night,  ac- 
according  to  Mrs.  Leisel  McBride, 
dorm  mother. 

The  explosion  awakened  sev- 
eral girls  and  the  two  men  were 
seen  running  to  a car  of  unknown 
make  across  the  street  in  which 
they  fled. 

THE  BOMB  was  fired  through 
the  screen  of  an  open  window  on 
the  first  floor  stairwell,  said  Mrs. 
McBride.  The  screen  was  not 
broken.  There  was  a “bulge” 
where  the  projectile  had  hit  and 
“debris  around  the  bulge.” 

The  fumes  diffused  up  the 
stairwells  of  the  first,  second  and 
third  floors. 

A Security  officer  called  at 
11:51  p.m.  summoned  the  Provo 
Fire  Dept.,  which  dispersed  the 
gas  in  about  45  minutes  with 
blowers. 

There  were  no  injuries  and  no 
damage  done.

Herald  R.  Clark: 
‘Brightest  Spot 
Is  Provo,  BYU’ 

Approximately  37  years  ago 
the  College  of  Fine  Arts  was  in- 
itiated at  BYU  and  because  of  its 
program  Provo  and  especially 
BYU  has  been  referred  to  by  per- 
formers who  have  worked  here 
as  “the  brightest  spot  on  the  Am- 
erican continent,”  Dean  Herald  R. 
Clark,  speaker  at  Wednesday’s  de- 
votional, said. 

DEAN  CLARK  is  considered  a 
legend  by  his  associates  in  the 
fine  arts  program  at  BYU  and 
has  a life  long  record  of  success- 
ful university  and  civic  promo- 
tions to  his  credit. 

Dean  Conan  Mathews  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  introduced 
Dean  Clark  as  the  man  who  has 
contributed  most  to  the  arts  in 
the  state  of  Utah,  the  immediate 
valley,  the  city  of  Provo  and 
BYU. 

RECENTLY  when  Dean  Clark 
was  asked  how  long  he  has  serv- 
ed at  BYU,  Dean  Mathews  said 
his  reply  was  plainly  “when  I 
came,  Mount  Timpanogos  was  al- 
ready in  place  and  Utah  Lake  was 
filling  up  pretty  fast!” 

Dean  Clark  expressed  that  his 
greatest  desire  is  for  the  BYU 
studentbody  to  continue  its  pat- 
tern of  not  "wasting  time  or  tal- 
ent and  to  always  consider  idle- 
ness a crime.”

Hits  Pres.  Stand 

Editor,  Daily  Unlverst-: 

The  recent  action  taken  by  our 
own  BYU  board  of  trustees  is  a 
typical  starched  shirt  move  using 
shallow  arguments  backed  by 
misleading  statistics  (which 
seems  to  be  a habit  of  one  of  our 
outstanding  administrators),  and 
facts. 

To  be  specific,  the  board  justi- 
fies its  actions  by  claiming  that 
it  is  “unethical,  illegal,  that  dis- 
ciplinary action  against  indivdual 
teachers  may  violate  the  Utah 
code,  and  that  under  the  Ameri- 
can system  of  government,  order- 
ly procedure  requires  acceptance 
lof  the  mandate  of  the  Legisla- 
ture,” (the  problem  here  is  whe- 
ther the  Legislature  is  even  le- 
gal, because  of  the  disproportion- 
ment  which  now  exist  in  that  gov- 
ernmental body.) 

Another  classical  position  taken 
)by  our  brethren  is  the  argument 
l“that  the  individual  teacher  is  de- 
iprived  of  his  right  to  free  agency 
fo  contract  as  he  wishes,  that 
Ithis  is  below  the  dignity  of  a 
iteacher  to  submit  to,  and  it  is  not 
worthy  of  free  institutions  or 
free  men.”  In  addition  “the  use  of 
buch  a method,  where  a concert 
tof  teachers  can  withhold  their 
services  to  accomplish  their  own 
economic  objectives,  is  not  wor- 
thy of  such  a profession.” 

• The  facts  are:  (1)  Although  sal- 
ary scales  in  Utah  are  below  the 
Inational  median,  the  teachers  are 
not  asking  for  more  generous 
treatment  for  themselves,  but  for 
modern  teaching  aids,  more  lib- 
rarians, counselors,  and  kinder- 
garten teachers.  (2)  The  board  i 


forgot  to  mention  the  14  other 
educational  statistics  which  list 
Utah  towards  the  bottom.  (3) 
That  our  legislature,  along  with 
the  Governor,  rejected  an  18- 
months'  study  by  a committee 
represer.ting  all  elements  in  pub- 
lic education.  The  committee  set 
the  cost  of  modernizing  the  state 
elementary  system  at  $24.5,  and 
only  $11.6  million  was  appropri- 
ated. (This  move  was  the  reason 
for  the  U.E.A.  taking  action)  (4) 
The  Utah  Educational  Assoc.,  vo- 
ted 7,785  to  189  that  teachers 
should  not  sign  contracts  for  the 
next  school  year  unless  their  de- 
mands are  met.  (5)  On  March  23, 
delegates  to  a seven-state  confer- 
ence of  N.E.A.  affiliates,  voted  to 
ask  the  N.E.A.  to  aid  the  cause 
“in  every  possible  way.”  I really 
doubt  if  anyone  is  going  to  lose 
his  free  agency  over  this  situa- 
tion, especially  when  the  vote  is 
almost  100  per  cent  for  such  ac- 
tion.

Managing  Editor  Becki  Fillmore  explained  that  the 
whicli  Solomon  lacked  was  merely  the  engraving  fee.  It  4 
not  i)ay  for  the  typesetting,  printing  or  space.  Tlie  Dr' 
Universe  lost  a total  of  $291  in  publishing  tlie  names  of 
candidates,  their  pictures  and  platforms. 

However,  printing  the  names  of  the  candidates  wai 
public  service  to  the  studentbody.  This  was  free  to  all  ca: 
dates,  and  more  than  one  was  listed  free  because  no  pici 
was  desired. 

.Miss  Fillmore  said  that  Solomon’s  name  had  been 
eluded  with  the  other  candidates.  The  night  tlie  paper  w< 
^ press  she  was  informed  by  a member  of  the  Electio 
Committee  that  Solomon  liad  withdrawn.  Miss  Fillmore  t€ 
phoned  the  press  and  tlie  name  was  removed. 

None  of  these  facts  were  brought  up  in  the  trial. 

A minor  monkey  wrench  was  thrown  in  the  works  wh 
Elections  Chairman  Bev  IMcKnight  did  not  appear  at  1 
trial.  The  prosecution  had  neglected  to  subpoena  her  am 
key  witness  was  effectively  removed  although  the  coi 
granted  a 45-minute  recess  for  either  side  to  persuade  si 
witnesses  as  they  could  to  appear  voluntarily. 

Botii  Dave  Stone,  ASBYU  president,  and  King  Solorn-^ 
plaintiff,  took  dual  roles  as  co-counsels  for  their  respect 
sides  and  Witnesses.  This  was  an  inconvenience  necessitati 
frequent  pauses  during  testimony  for  counsultation. 

These  pauses  were  granted  liberally  by  Chief  Jus 
tice  Scott  Bergeson  who  informally  presided  over  tin 
court  with  a humorous  regard  for  the  limitations  im 
posed  by  inexperience.  He  treated  all  questions  and  re 
quests  with  scrupulous  exactitude,  giving  each  side  ey 
ery  opportunity  for  consultation  and  clarification  withii 
the  limits  of  lime  and  correctness. 

In  a private  statement  afterwards,  he  complimen 
both  prosecution  and  defense  on  the  professional  way  tl 
had  handled  the  case,  and  how  “well-balanced”  both  sj 
seemed. 

President  Stone  testified  on  direct  examination  by 
prosecution  as  a witness  on  political  campaigns  that  he 
sidered  anything  “facilitating  the  election  of  a candidate'’ 
be  campaign  material.  The  prosecution  maintained  that, 
der  this  definition,  the  election  pages  provided  by  the  E] 
tions  Committee  at  all  the  polls  on  campus  were  campai 
material. 

This  they  said,  was  in  violation  of  the  Election  Comn 
tee’s  own  rules. 

The  defense  rested  its  case  on  one  main  point : that  5 
omon’s  injury  was  “self-inflicted”  because  he  did  not  foil 
the  rules  directing  him  to  turn  in  his  picture  and  $4  fee. 

The  defense  stressed  the  fact  that  Solomon  had  sigi 
a standard  form  stating  that,  among  other  things,  he  I 
read  and  understood  the  election  rules. 

“Why,”  the  attorney-general  kept  hammering,  “did  3 
sign  tliat  statement  when  you  had  not  understood  the  rule:

the  first  graduating  class. 

On  the  opening  day  of  the  Ac- 
ademy in  1875,  “Hannah  Stubbs,” 
at  the  age  of  11,  and  28  other 
students  register  for  classes. 
Among  her  classmates  were  the 
late  Senator,  Reed  Smoot  and 
George  H.  Brimhall,  who  later 
became  vice-president  of  the  uni- 
versity. 

The  old  academy  was  located 
on  Center  Street,  where  Taylor’s 
Department  Store  now  stands 
and  when  the  building  burned 
down,  the  classes  were  held  in 
the  ZCMI  warehouse  which  stood 
where  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Bank  is  now  located. 

Though  the  entrance  fees  into 
the  academy  were  small,  most  of 
the  students  paid  their  tuition  in 
produce.  Mrs.  Jones  paid  her  fees 
in  the  form  of  goods  from  her 
father’s  bakery  and  mercantile 
store.  There  were  no  resident 
halls  but  boarding  houses  were 
later  built  for  out-of-town  stu- 
dents. 

Mrs.  Jones  recalls  the  strict 
discipline  demanded  by  Presi- 
dent Karl  G.  Maeser  and  as  a 
monitor  for  the  studentbody,  she 
was  responsible  for  noting  the 
actions  of  the  students. 

“I  remember  the  frightening 
experience  of  being  called  into 
President  Karl  G.  Maeser’s  office 
at  the  age  of  13,  following  the 
daily  devotional  held  in  the  bal- 
cony of  the  academy  only  to  find 
that  I had  been  promoted  to  the 
intermediate  department  of 
grammar.” 

Though  neither  the  upper  nor 
lower  BYU  campuses  were  pres- 
ent at  the  time  she  attended 
school,  Mrs.  Jones  has  watched 
the  “monstrous”  growth  of  the 
campus  with  interest  and  pride.

An  Alabama  legislative  commit- 
tee said  Tuesday  it  failed  to  un- 
cover any^evidence  that  the  1962 
Alabama  - Georgia  football  game 
was  rigged.

Post.” 

The  “Post”  story  alleged  that 
Bryant  and  Butts,  former  Georgia 
Athletic  Director,  conspired  to 
rig  the  game  in  a telephone  con- 
versation. Alabama  won  the  game 
35-0. 

Butts  and  Bryant  had  denied 
the  report.  Butts  filed  a 10  mil- 
lion dollar  libel  action  against  the 
Post  and  Bryant  a 5 million  dollar 
libel  action  pending  against  the 
same  magazine. 

THE  C03IMITTEE’S  report 
said  that  “Georgia  politics”  was 
a major  factor  in  the  controversy. 
The  committee  instructed  Ala- 
bama Atty.  Gen.  Richmond  Flow- 
ers to  continue  the  investigation. 

The  Post,  in  answering  Butts 
suit,  said  all  charges  in  the  art- 
icle were  true.
